Czar and Kaiser to Settle 
Bulgaria’s Fate. 


Germany Makes a Bargain with Bel- 
gium Against France. 


Tory Talk of Expelling Parnell from 
the House of ‘Commons. 


Elaborate Preparations for the Fall Maneuvers of 
the German Army—American Athletes Win- 
ning New Honors Abroad—Collision

BERLIN, July Copyright, 1883, by 
the New York Asseciated Press.| The 
Czar has asked in an autograph letter to Em- 
peror William that Prince Bismarck accom- 
pany the Emperor to St. Petersburgh, where 
M. de Giers will formally present the pre 
posal for a nominal Russian protectorate in 
Bulgaria. The proposal does not involve 
occupation of the country by Russia. The 
candidate for the Bulgarian throne is to 
be appointed by an ambassadorial con- 
ference to be held at Vienna or Con- 
stantinople, If these terms are accepted 
the Czar will order the army corps muster- 
ing on the Austrian and German frontiers 
back into the interior, Prince Bismarck at 
the Cabinet meeting yesterday stated these 
proposals, and said that he believed they 
offered a chance fora peaceful solution of 
the question, and that he intended to re- 
spond by going to St. Petersburgh if the 
Austrian Governmeat coincided in his 
views. Doubt is expressed as to whether 
Austria will consent. 

A Warsaw paper, the acknowledged or- 
gan of Gen. Gourko, asserts that the Na- 
tional party, with whom the Czar must 
reckon, is determined to reap the fullest 
results for the blood and money expended 
in Turkey. In the saute article the Poles 
of Posen and Galicia are exhorted to rally 
around Russia in the approaching war with 
Germany.

day they pose as leaders. At the close of 
his speech Mr. Bates received three rousing 
cheers and a tiger.

TOOK POISON, 


A Lady Who Is Tired of This World 
Commits Suicide. 

An inquest was held last nighton the 
body of Mrs. Maria Brain, whe died at her 
home at the Half-way House,on Mission 
road, where her husband, Noah J. Brain, 
keeps a saloon. 

Daniel Revane testified that he went into 
the saloon late in the afternoon, and was 
told that the lady had takep poison. Going 
into the room, he saw her in her husband’s 
arms, and she greeted him with the words: 
“T have done a wicked thing.” Upon his, 
asking her what, she answered that she had 
taken poison. He gave her the usual reme- 
dies, butshe died in aboutan hour. She 
had been in bad health for some time, and 
was often in great pain. 

The husband of the deceased stated that 
he was startled in the afternoon by a call 
from his wife in a rear room, telling him 
that she had taken poison, When he asked 
her what kind she answered aquafortis. A 
bottle of the fluid had been on a shelf under 
the bar, and she had taken it from there. 

A little son of the deceased, about 6 years 
old, was examined, and in a manly way 
told how, in the afternoon, his mother had 
toid him that she was going to take poison, 
and asked him to go and get the aquafortis, 
and he refused. He also heard her call out 
to her husband to come to her, that she 
had taken poison. 

The jury returned a verdict that she came 
to her death from an overdose of poison 
administered by her own hand, with intent 
-to commit suicide. She was 36 years old 
and was a native of England. She leaves 
several children. From all the evidence, it 
is supposed that she took her hfe to escape 
from the constant pain she was suffering.

DRINKING MEN MUST GO. 


Considerable Excitement in Police 
Circles—New Order of Things. 

Police circles were all torn up yesterday 
over the action of the commussioners in re- 
questing eight officers to hand in their resig- 
nations, and caused no end of discussion 
on the streets and at headquarters. The 
officers who had been requested to step 
down and out were up early rustling 
around among their friends, and getting up 
petitions asking that they be reinstated, 
while in other cases they got politicians 
and others to call upon the Mayor in person 
and intercede for them, so that all day long 
there was a constant stream of visitors to 
the corner of First and Fort streets. So 
great wasthe demand ag the Mayor’s 
time that the meeting of the Fire Commis- 
sioners, which wasto have been held at 2 


o’clock, was postponed. Mr. rere 
was out of the city during the day, and did 


escaping the heaviest pressure, which was 
brought to bear on his colleague, but got in 
in time tocatch the tail end of the proces- 
sion, the last of the visitors not leaving un- 
til near 6 o’clock. 

A TIMEs reporter interviewed both Mayor 
Workman and Mr. Humphreys on the 
changes lastevening. Both gentlemen said 
that they did not intend to have the matter 
given the wide publicity that it has re- 
ceived, as there was no desire to injure the 
men atall,and they did not wish for the 
public toso consider thei action. There 
was no talk of removing “disreputable’’ 
characters from the force. They thought 
that the force could be improved, and the 
move was made in a oy business sense, 
and with as little publicity as possible. The 
Chiet of Police had suggested that the 
matter discussed in executive session, 
as it was unpleasant to go over a man’s 
character before the-public. They thought 
the suczestion a good one, and had acted on 
it, finding it best tor all concerned, and did 
not intend to have the matter heralded all 
Over the town, as it might interfere with 
the men getting other employment. But 
now that it was out, it eould not be 
helped. They thought the force could 
be improved by these resigna- 
tions, and whenever, in their judg- 
ment, it was deemed advisable to 
make further changes, they would be made, 
just as a business man changes his help 
when he can better himself; nor did they 
think it necessary that they should make 
explanations, either to the men or the pub- 
lic, as to reasons for every ay mages 
or removal.

CITIZENS WHO DON’T FANCY 
POWDER CONTRACTORS, 


Blasting in the Streets Smashes 
_ Their Dishes and Frightens the 
Life Out of Their Wives and 
Little Ones—Will Go to Court. 


The residents in the yicinity of Orange 
and Ingram streets are up in arms about the 
continued blasting in the opening up of the 
new street at that place, and say they will 
get outan injunction if something is not 
done. The matter has come before the Po- 
lice Commissioners, but the people are any- 
thing but satisfied with the action of that 
body, and yesterday a delegation called at 
the Times office to enter another paptest, 
and a reporter was sent out to go the 

round and see what the parties at interest 
had to say. It seems that the Mayor and 
Chief of Police went up to the scene of 
operations Friday afternoon, when a num- 
ber of blasts were set off to give them an 
idea of the force of the explosion. The peo- 
ple in the neighborhood say that the con- 
tractors prepared for the visit and putin 
light charges, $0 that no shock was felt, 
and that they promised that they would not 
increase the blasts, but that they have not 
kept their word, and that yesterday the) 
resumed operations on the same scale as 
fore the complaint was made, showing that 
they were acting in bad faith. The re- 
porter interviewed — a number of the 
property-holders im the vicinity and went 
through seVéral of the houses. In all of 
them the ceiling was more or less cracked, 
and in one instance it was said that a well- 
known contractor had examined the build- 
ing and said that the whole structure was 
wrehched, This was the case of Mr. Mur- 
ray, and his next-door neighbor corroborated 
all his statements, as did alsu a son of Mrs. 
Griflin, who lives opposite to him. Mrs. Cas- 
well, wite of v. G. W. Caswell, who 
lives at least 800 feet from the bi wae ge de 
that the effect on her house is exactly like 
that of a mild earthquake, and that yester- 
aay when two ladies were visiting her, they 
thought that such was the case, and the 
shock was so severe as to awaken a —_— 
asleep in the house.

A neat scheme for a general jail de- 
livery was nipped in the bud this morn- 
ing by Jailer Arrellanes at the County 
Jail. A couple of days ago he no- 
ticed there was something wrong with 
the SS and on investigation 
found that an attempt was being 
made to dig through the brick 
wall. In a corner of the _ corri- 
dor outside of the cells is an 
iron sink with water, to which the pris- 
oners have access. On the wall, to 
keep the water from splashing, are 
boards. These had been-removed and 
the bricks dug out one b¥ Gne, making 
a hole large enough for a man’s body 
to pass through. In the day time the 
boards were put back in place 
and the hole could not be seen. 
The wall is about two feet thick, and 
when discovered the hole was almost 
through. At the time of the discovery 
the jailer said nothing, but proceeded 
to watch the prisoners, hoping to find 
out who was doing the Work. The 
men, however, suspected that some- 
thing was up and discontinued opera- 
tions. 

There are at present nime prisoners 
in the jail, and of these only Joe 
Winter, the check swindler, a Califor- 
nian named Sunol, in for and 
another man arrested for shooting a 
Chinaman, were in for a serieus offense.

Cleveland’s Pro-Chinese Pol- 
icy Exposed, 


How the President and Bayard Tried tio 


to Favor Celestial Immigration, 


Why Consul Mosby Wes Kicked Out 
of His Hong Kong Place. 


Gleanings from the Political Field—Morton Re- 
ceives a Formal Notification of His Nomi- 
nation—Gen. Harrison Continues to Be 
the Recipient of Calls, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, July 7.—[Special.| 
There is no manin the city more thoroughly 
conversant with the Chinese policy of Pres- 
ident Cleveland and Secretary Bayard than 
Col. Mosby, who was for over six years 
United States Consul at Hong Kong, being 
appointed thereto by Gen, Grant, and also 
holding that position during the adminis- 
tration of Hayes. When asked if he would 
tell wiat he knew of Cleveland’s partiality 
for Chinese, he replied: 

“Just afew months before Arthur's ad- 
ministration, Secretary McCullough issued 
an order to collectors of customs directing 
them to permit Chinese to land in the Uhited 
States on the certificate of the Consul at the 
port of departure, stating that thé 
Chinamen desiring to land belonged 
to the exempt class, This order made 
the Consul the sole and exclusive judge of 
the richt of a Chinaman to come into the 
United States. As nearly all the Chinese 
come to California on the- Hong Kong 
steamers, the order simply turned over the 
whole business to the United States Vonsul 
at Hong Kong. The amount of the fee the 
Consul could charge for his certificate was 
left to his discretion, and under the regula- 
tions this has been his own personal per- 
quisite. This business has been a perfect 
benanza, and all the coolies in China could 
have been sent on such certificates to Caii- 
fornia. 

“Col. Bee, Consul for China at San Fran- 
cisco, wrote a letter, inclosing a copy of the 
circular, which 1 compared with the law, 
and came to the conclusion that it was in 
conflict wit the Restriction Act. So I de- 
clmed to have anything to do with the Chi- 
nese business, and instead of complying 
with Col. Bee’s request I forwarded his let- 
ter to the State Department with a dispatch 
giving my reasons for not taking cognizance 
ofthe McCullough circular. It was a per- 
fectly respectful legal argument, When 
my dispatch reached Washington Cleveland 
had been inaugurated President with Bay- 
ard as Secretary of State. That 1 was re- 
moved from office partly to further the 
schemes of Chinese immigration there 1s no 
doubt, for I was not only kicked out imme- 
diately, but Bayard wrote to the Chinese 
Minister that it had been done and there 
would no longer be any obstruction in the 
consulate at Hong Kong. 

“After the Chinese began to land here on 
consular certificates, I went myself to the 
custom-house and called Judge Hager’s at- 
tention to the fact that Bayard’s instruc- 
tions nullified the Restriction Act. He re- 
ferred the question to Washington. At the 
same time the San Francisco newspapers 
sounded this alarm, and Congressman Mor- 
row had several interviews with Bayard, 
protesting against the course of Cleveland’s 
administration. Bayard revoked his in- 


structions, but at the same time Cleveland 


sent a message to the Senate calling atten- 
tion to the defect in the law in not per- 
mitting Chinese to land on consular certi- 
ficates, and recommending Congress to 80 
amend tke law as to permit it to be done, 
Congress refused to amend the law as 
requested by Cleveland and the Chinese 
Minister. 

“Bayard wrote tothe Chinese Minister, 
to my successor at Hong Kong and to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, censuring me 
and charging me with insubordination for 
my refusal to violate the law for my own 
profit and advantage. The way I discov- 
ered the crooked course of Cleveland and 
Bayard on the Chinese question was by the 
Senate calling on the State Dspartment for 
all its correspondence on the subject and 
publishing it.” we W.

San Francisco, July 8.—[Special.] A 
lengthy dispatch from Washington is pub- 
lished in a morning paper to the effect that 
Surveyor-General Hammond of California 
has forwarded to the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office a report containing a 
great amount of documentary evidence 
showing that the valuable tract of land 
northeast of Commercial street and south- 
east of Main street, in Los Angeles, is 
owned by the United States Government, 
and that the parties who now occupy it have 
no title to the property. | 

‘Mrs. M. A. Woodworth is the principal 
one of the present occupants. Among the 
others are C. Ducommun and L. Flasher. 
The report of the Surveyor General recites 
that Goy. Pio Pico, the last of the Mexican 
Governors, purchased this property from 
Julian Williams in April, 1845; that the 
purchase was made on behalf of the Mex’ 
ican Government, and that the prop- 
erty was afterward used for Govern- 
purpossh All the property of the 
Mexi ernment in Los Angeles, in- 
cluding this tract, was afterward occupied 
by Commodore Stockton, in cominand of the 
United States troops, when this Govern- 
ment took possesion of the Territory a year 
later. lt is claimed that it was held by him 
as Government property, and thatin this 
way the United States acquired title to it, 
and that there is no record that such title 
has ever been relinquished to Williams, the 
original owner, or any one else, 

he report further shows that Mrs, 
Woodworth and others, who now claim the 
land, acquired their title thereto indirectly 
from Williams, who, notwithstanding a 
former deed to Gov. Pico, gave another 
deed for the same property to B. D. Wilson, 
dated December 11, 1849, and that the pres- 
ent occupants obtained tne property from 
Wilson or his grantees. 

The deed to Wilson was given after the 
United States troops had removed from the 
land, and it is supposed that Williams gave 
this deed in the belief that no one was 
aware of the prior deed to Pico. 

Surveyor-General Hammond states that 
the evidence was obtained from the Spanish 
archives in his office, and also from records 
at Los Angeles. He encloses a great 
amount of documentary evidence, includ-

It 
usually begins with a dry cough. At first 
these tubercles are ex ingly 
patient not atafi suspecting their presence. 
Gradually thes develop into more active dis- 
ease, and then follows the train of symptoms
